Archer Baker, European traffic agent of the 
C. P. R., who visited Edmonton last summe 
his published h‘s impressions under the heading 
“Notcs on a Western Tour,” in the Canadian 
Gazetie, of Loudon, Eugland, in which appears 
the fo'lowiag allusion to the Red Deer and 
Ldtmonton districts :

On the return journey we weit carefully 
through the Calgary and Edmonton country, 
over which there has been so much enthus‘asm 
of late, and towaris which s5> much of this 
year’s immigration has been dirceted. After 
you get about forty miles norih of ¢ algary you 
leave the ranching land and reach level country 
with magnificent so.1, well timbered, but tim- 
bered as English park lauds are timbered, not 
densely covered, as the land in Ontario used to 
be in the early diys. The settler has no clear- 
ing to do; tie land is ready awaiting the plow. 
You cannot, therefore, be surprised at the 

_readiness with which it is occupied, especially 
by settlers from the United States, though we 
saw plenty of excellent free grant lands still 
available for European emigrants. ‘The district 
is one of the most promising in the whole Cana. 
dian Northwest now the railway has brought it 
within easy reach of markets and tie out ide 
world. At Red Deer, about half way between 
Calgary and Kdmonton, we met Mr. Ciaetz, who 
has farmed there for ten years. He was rizht- 
ly proud of the resuct of those ten years’ labor, 
and showed us vith cviden. satisfastion the 
original log hut in which he began prairie Hfe, 
the improved frame house into which he moved 
as he got on, and, lastly, the prairie mausion, 
as one might torm it, in which he now lives at 
case.

As 
before the last famine, the humbler classes de- 
pend on one kind of potat. — hen cups, now 
champions—and it is hoped that the isstte may 
not be similar. ‘Men, women and children are 
being driven by fate from the country they love 
and the worst of this emigration ‘business is 
that it takes from us those who are needed 
ost, the peaceably disposed and indu trious. 
leaving with us those whom we do not need. 
the ignorant and turbulent. In hundreds of 
thousands of cases life cannot he sustained on 
cn acre cron tive, and with less gross or more 
tiliage with larger farms we would be able to 
keep ovr population employed at home. As i, 
is we have flour mills with no grain to grind, 
other mills with deficient u aerials to supply 
them.” It would be interesting to know where 
those tenants of small farms in Ireland go when 
they leave that cow try and how they have 
hitherto managed to slip through the fiers of 
our energetic immigration department.

Wetaskiwin is not dependent wholly on 
the country immediately surrounding it—fine 
though that is—for its support. Ata distance 
of about twenty miles due east, past the north- 
erly bend of the Battle river, the plain which, 
a‘ that poiat, is pinched between the northern 
bend ef the river and the southern point of the 
Beaver Hills widens out to an immense ark-like 
priirie which extends on eastward for at least 
150 mi'es and is an equal distance from north 
to south, reaching from the Saskatchewan near- 
ly the Red Deer, with te Battle river flowing 
thro igh its southern part. Already settlement 
has been commenced in this Battle river coun- 
try and next season, no doubt, the bulk of the 
new settlement will go there. Until other 
railways are built and other towns established, 
Weta :kiwin mst be the chief trade centre for 
that Battle river region, and therefore must be- 
come an important plac». The town is situated 
on gently rising ground at the eastern side of 
the Peace Hills, a small body of low hills, 
which were a noted Indian camping and treaty 
ground in the old days. 

At the ercssin« of the Big Stone creek, six or 
seven miles north of Wetaskiwin station the 
Pevce Hil’s p'ain is left behind and a wooded 
country entered upon. These woods, chiefly of 
smell poplar, continue for about thirty miles 
until about seven or eivht miles from the Saskat- 
chewan at Edmonton, There are compar tively 
f-w } rairie openings. the country is flat and in- 
clined to be wet and altogether the appearance 
is not as inviting as might be expected on near- 
ing the ‘a -ed and fertile Saskatchewan valley. 
The reason is that the r i!wiy in this as in the 
rest of its course has followed the route of easi- 
est construction, and has therefore avoided the 
move rolling ant more onen land which lies 
on'y a mile or two east of the track oe the 
whole western hose of the Beaver hills. n the 
neighborhood of Ledue station, the point at 
which the Mackenzie survey for the C. P. R 
crossed the present railway a large number of 
s‘‘t'ers have vone eastward toward the Beaver 
Hills during the past season, and many more 
wll go during the coming summer. West of 
Ledue three ov feu miles is the White Mud 
creek, whieh fol'ows the railwav on its west 
side, as the Beaver Hills do on the east, and 
along both banks of this creek all the way un- 
til it joins the Saskatchewan, three miles above 
Edmonton, is plenty of land suitable for settle. 
ynent. 

At Otoskawin siding, at the crossing of the 
Black Mul creek, ten miles from Edmonton 
road-runs four miles west toa new and import 
ant German settlement on the banks of the 
White Mud, and at the s»me distance eastward 
lies the choice farming and ranching settlement 
cf Sandy lake. On the White Mud creek he- 
tween this siding »nd the Seskatchewan isa 
valuable quarry of |uilding stone and alsoa 
deposit of excellent coal, which has heen work 
el tosome extent. Some six miles from Ed 
monton the country opens ont inte beaatiful 
rolling prairie with deen black soil and very 
heivy growth of vegetation, and the traveller 
wonders why this beautiful tract of land is not 
settled uno. The reason is thot it was taken 
years agoby tle Indians as « reserve, and 
although they entirely moved away from it 
vewrs ago, our highly progressive department 
of interior declines to open the tract six by 
eight miles for settlement upon any terms what- 
ever. This reserve lies on hoth 
track and its north line is within two miles of 
the river, thus absonlutely preventing sett! 
ment at the » ery peiot where it wank? bo the 
best policy to foster it for the sxke of the eae’
